Far  away  seem  the  times  and  the  rites 
of  the  Druids;  even  under  the  mistletoe 
at  yuletide— the  time  of  Yowling.  Theirs 
was  one  of  the  most  ancient  and  primi¬ 
tive  of  religions,  and  its  cult  is  greatly 
shrouded  in  mystery.  Yet  it  is  not  alto¬ 
gether  deed.  Among  the  hills  of  Wales 
many  strange  relics  of  the  past  remain.

tion.  And  as  f<  r  the  Druids,  their  line  is 
yet  unbroken,  And  their  weird  rites  are 
■till  celebrated  us  of  old. 

Tho  death  occurred  at  Llantrlmaat  of 
Dr.  William  Price,  who  held  the  distin¬ 
guished  office  of  archdruid  of  Wales. 
He  was  something  more  than  83  years 
old  and  might  hare  passed  for  one  of  the 
old  time  herds  who  perished  in  King  Ed¬ 
ward’s  reign,  so  rugged  and  antique  was 
hie  appee  ranee.  Six  or  seven  years  ago. 
it  may  be  remembered,  an  infant  that 
had  been  born  to  him  in  bis  old  age  died, 
and  its  body  was  publicly  cremated  by 
him  with  Druidical  rites.  For  this  hie 
was  arrested  and  brought  to  trial.  But 
after  a  hot  contest  in  court  he  was  ac¬ 
quitted,  and  a  decree  was  pronounced 
from  the  bench  establishing  the  entire 
legality  of  this  form  of  funeral.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  when  Dr.  Price  himself  died 
a  similar  ceremony  was  enacted  without 
thought  of  interference. 

The  ceremony  took  place  on  the  sum¬ 
mit  of  a  high  hill  at  Caerlan,  the  very 
spot  where  the  l»ody  of  the  infant  ))*d 
boon  burned.  Several  hundred  tickets 
were  issued  to  the  friends  and  former 
patients  of  Dr.  Price,  entitling  them  to 
enter  the  inckwure  and  witneKS  the  burn¬ 
ing.  The  hour  I  mt  set  was  noon.  Bnt 
public  curiosity  nme  to  eo  high  a  pitch 
that,  to  avoid  Uiug  ovurwholmed  by  a 
mob  of  sightseer*,  it  was  at  the  lost  mo- 
ment  decided  to  rhangv  it  to  7  o’clock  in 
the1  m  > ruing.  So  in  tl*  gray  light  of 
that  early  hour  the  strange  |wotx<asioQ 
mode  i*  way  to  the  hilltop.  So  mourn¬ 
ing  garb  was  to  bo  seen.  The  ckw-l 
friends  of  tbe  deceased  Drub!  were  at¬ 
tired  in  the  anciout  costumes  of  the 
Welsh  people. 

Tbe  body  of  Dr.  Price  wo*  clothed  in 
the  Druid  mil  robes  he  had  worn  in  life 
and  woe  then  placed  in  a  coffin  of  per¬ 
forated  nlKvt  iron.  On  the  hilltop  two 
stone*  walls  lied  been  built,  four  feet 
apart,  each  being  about  10  feet  long  and 
4  feet  high.  A  number  of  iron  bars  ex¬ 
tending  from  one  to  the  other  formed  a 
rude  grating  between  them,  susne  dis¬ 
tance  above  tbe  ground,  and  upon  thews 
hsrs  the  coflip  was  placed,  the  head  be¬ 
ing  toward  the  east  and  the  feat  toward 
the  west  —  -- -  r * 

A  clergyman  of  the  Established  c  hurch 
was  present  and  read  the  ordi  isry  serv¬ 
ice  for  the  dead  in  Welsh.  The  vest¬ 
ments*  of  the  church  o,atrasted  as 
strange  ly  with  the  Druidic  si  garb  worn 
by  some  of  the  attends  r.ts  as  did  the 
of  the  prayer  book  with  the 
rite*.

ing  “consigned  to  the  flames. 

Then  under  ami  over  and  all  aroond 
the  coffin  was  pil  'd  a  great  lot  of  wood, 
perhaps  a  whole  curd  of  it,  and  to  this 
were  added  several  tons  of  coal.  Many 
gallons  of  (k&raffin  oil  wen*  thrown  upon 
it.  thoroughly  saturating  the  entire  pile. 
Then,  at  about  $  o'clock,  two  of  the 
closest  friends  of  the  late  Druid  came 
forward  from  the  throng  and  applied 
torches  to  tbe  wood,  one  at  each  snd  of 
the  mass.  In  a  moment  it  was  all  a  rag¬ 
ing  furnace,  and  the  hill  literally’  flared 
like  a  volcano. 

A  brisk  breeze  was  blowing,  which 
fanned  the  fin.-  and  carried  the  flame  and 
smoke  far  into  the  heavens.  For  many 
nr, lee  the  strange  spectacle  was  clearly 
seen,  and  thoosands  of  people  came  flock - 
ing  thither  from  all  Ports  of  Glamor¬ 
ganshire.
